The white Russian organizations in 
Paris, that is to say the emigres who 
fled from Russia upon the advent of 
the soviet power, published a state- 
ment the other day to the effect that 
they approved of the Franco-Russian 
military alliance and see in it an ef- 
fective guarantee of peace in Europe. 
They remain determined opponents of 


the political regime in their home- 
land, however, and say so in their 
manifesto. After all, says the state- 
ment in fact, Russia remains our 
fatherland and we only wish it well, 
we will not allow our patriotism te 
- disturbed by political considera- 
ions, 


This is a fine and generous stand- 
point to assume. Fine, because it be- 
speaks a deep regard for world-peace. 
Generous, becnuse most of these peo- 
ple are suffering privation and even 
misery as a result of what took place 
in their country in 1917 and 1918. 
However, I believe that the day will 
come yet when many of them will 
return to Russia and accept the new 
life. The ideas of. the ruling party 
in that country are fast changing.

The soviet government 
would receive great benefit from a re- 
turn of many of the emigres,

DEXTERITY WASHINGTON, June 11.—Some fairly fancy 

bookkeeping has been done on treasury ledgers 
in the past. The republicans often were proud of the neat ways 
in which they made the government accounts give the best pos- 
sible picture of their situation. . 

It is now evident they were amateurs. There has never before 
been recorded such an exquisite degree of perfection as has been ex- 
hibited lately. . 

Consider, for instance, the fact that the working balance of the 
treasury increased by $300,000,000 over a holiday recently when 
no money was coming in and nothing was going out. You know 
a treasury accountant has to be good to show a profit of more than 
a quarter of a billion dollars while the treasury is closed. 


PENMANSHIP There appears to have been nothing particularly 
wrong about the transaction. What happened 


on the inside was that a bright treasury lad discovered that the 
books were carrying reserve funds of the postoffice, TVA, HOLC, 
FCA and a few others in special accounts as money already spent. 
He found out this money was being spent slowly. Why not put 
it back in the treasury till as cash on hand until the other bureaus 
drew on it? 

A holiday was selected for the re-transfer. As a result, the 
treasury closed May 29 with only $702,380,084.50 in the treasury 
cash box and opened May 31 with $1,029,402,625.03 therein. A 
stroke of the pen, acting like a fairy wand, had deposited exactly 
$327,022,540.53 when no one was looking. 


GOOD Thus, the treasury was able to beat its breast proudly 

in the announcement made last Monday regarding a new 
offering of notes and conversion of an old one. In a technical 
sense, the treasury prospectus for its note issue made its cash posi- 
tion appear to be about 25 per cent better than it was. 

The Securities and Exchange Commission is supposed to get 
after any private corporation that fails to present facts accurately 
in its prospectus on bond issue, but there is little likelihood that 
it will proceed against its brother department in the New Deal. 

For one thing, the treasury will contend that its hocus-pocus 
was legitimate, good business. For another thing, it will say there 
was no connection between the ledger-de-main of May 30 and the 
June 15 financing. These explanations may be argued indefinitely, 
but businessmen will agree that, inasmuch as the treasury boys got 
away with it, it was “good,” and even if they had failed to, it was 


“smart.” 


RELAXATION Every time President Roosevelt goes to Hyde 

Park, wiseacres here remark how appropriate is 
the name of the Roosevelt estate. From experience, they have 
learned that the president retires to his: Hudson river retreat occa- 
sionally for moré purposes than relaxation and rest. 

Living in the White House here is like being a movie actor in 
Hollywood. Every time anyone is seen coming in or going out, 
the world hears about it, and starts drawing deductions which are 
usually erroneous. At Hyde Park, the president has real seclusion. 
Newsmen are quartered miles away, in town. The world cannot 
watch. This not only permits him to think without interruptions, 
but also to summon into private conference persons whose appear- 
ance at the White House would cause headlines. 

The insiders here have héard that, on this trip, he has not only 
been canvassing the NRA situation, but has spent considerable time 
on the political situation. They expect a new trend of White House 
activity in respect to both subjects soon after his return. 


TREND The farm crowd outside the administration has a tip 

that the AAA will certainly turn to the export subsidy 
theory of farm relief by fall. Cotton, wheat and lard are men- 
tioned as the first products with which the experiment will-be un- 
dertaken. These are three in which the United States has export- 
able surpluses. 

Whether the AAA will use the McNary-Haugen plan or the ex- 
port-debenture plan is uncertain. Both are still included in the 
amendments to the AAA act now pending in congress. 

A leading agitator behind the scenes here for introduction of 
the export subsidy method of farm relief is George Peek, the for- 
eign trade adviser of the New Deal, whose advice in matter has 
not been followed lately. He has been fight or the export con- 
trol feature for 10 years. It is now being ardently denied, but he

The story of the erring brother who 
has paid his debt to society, always 
has had a strong fascination as Pat 
Crowe and Al Jennings discovered long 
ago and the celebrated fugitive from 
the Georgia chain gang more recently 
learned with profit. Crowe became a 
familiag pest of the newspaper shops 
and remained a nuisance long after the 
story. of the abduction of the Cudahy 
kid had been told to death. 

Jennings, too, came to regard him- 
self as a romantic figure, a lower-case 
Jesse James, and to be so regarded 
by the reporters and readers every- 
where except on his own home grounds 
in Oklahoma.

New City Jail Formally Approved 
By PWA Ofticial After Inspection 


Cole Says Prison Is as “Escape Proof” as Any in U.S. 
“If Proper Precautions Are Taken” 
by Turnkeys. 


Atlanta’s new city jail, construct- 
ic Works Administration 
project, was formally approved yester- 
day by H. T. Cole. state engineer- 
inspector for the PWA, and will be 
officially turned vver to the city with- 
in the next week, 

Mr. Cole and his assistant, M. C. 
Kollock, made a thorough inspection 
of the jail yesterady and at the con- 
clusion of the tour the former an- 
nounced the building conformed in ev- 
ery respect to. original specifications. 
He likewise stated it is as escape- 
proof as any other jail‘in the United 
States. 

“We went over the jail from top to 
bottom. and found only a few trifling 
oversights, chiefly in the painting,” 
Mr. Cole said. “These will be cor- 
rected during the next week, after 


which the PWA will officially turn 
the jail over to the city of Atalnta.” 


The Atlanta jail has been the tar- 
get of criticism as the result of two 
sensational escapes. In each instance, 
prisonors sawed their way through 
bars in the windows and fled. They 
have since been apprehended in oth- 
er cities, 

“There is one section of. the jai! 
built especially for the housing of des- 
perate criminals,” the PWA_ inspec- 
tor stated. “This section contains 
saw-proof bars and is absolutely es- 
cape proof. The remainder of the 
jail is for ordinary prisoners. 

“The men who escaped from the city 
jail were of .he desperate type and 
known to be such. However, sail 
officials did not place ther: in the sec- 
tion built for the purpose. Had they 


been put in the proper section they- 


could not have sawed their way to 
freedom 

Mr. Cole declared the Atlanta city 
jail ie as good as any inthe country, 
and if proper pre.autions are taken, 
no prisoner can escape from it. He 
said PWA officials were satisfied as 
to the construction of the building 
and were prepa~ed. to turn it over to 
the city when the minor oversights 
have been corrected.
